Diagnosis means the recogni- 


tion of disease by the symptoms 
and by the use of all clinical 
methods of examination, coupl- 
ed with X-ray, blood study and 
other techniques that are now 
available. Sometimes it takes 
dozens of tests to come to a 
conclusion 
about a patient's 


condition. This is the art of 
diagnosis. 


There are some doctors who 


may be.more understanding and 
perceptive a b o u t abdominal 
conditions than they are about 
heart 
conditions. 
There 
are 


others 
who may 
be 
more 


knowledgeable about diseases of 
the eyes than they are about 
diseases of the joints of the 
body. A diagnostician, there- 
fore, is one who, within the 
confines of his own knowledge, 
can arrive at a definite con- 
clusion about a patient's condi- 
tion. It is interesting to note 
.that it is often necessary to call 
in other specialists to contribute 
their valued impressions and 
opinions in order to arrive at 
the exact diagnosis of a pa- 
tient's condition. 


To call a doctor a diagnosti- 


cian is to do him an injustice, 
because there is no such ac- 
cepted specialty that conforms 
to the usual training and certi- 
fication by hospitals and by the 
American Medical Association. 


It is assumed that any well-: 


trained specialist in surgery, or 
any field, ,of medicine, will be 
equipped to make a diagnosis 
by virtue of his training and 
experience, but not by the title 
"diagnostician" that 
has no 


validity.

The itching, soreness, red- 


ness, blistering and inflamma- 
tion of the skin may be caused 
by laundry soaps, chemicals, 
1 a e q u e r s , 
sprays, 
harsh 


cleaners, insecticides and al- 
most every conceivable sub- 
stance that anyone is in contact 
with. Eczema is almost always 
a form of skin allergy which 
causes raw, red, painful, open 
surfaces that invite 
bacteria 


and infection to complicate the 
control of this painful 
and 


unpleasant condition. 


Dishpan hands and all its 


variations frequently are caused 
by detergents, but these are nol 
always the only reason. Some- 
times a person can find and 
eliminate the offending sub- 
stance by trial and error. 
Changing from one detergent to 
another may help in locating 
the exact reason. When this 
works and the culprit is detect- 
ed, it is indeed a happy day. 


Most often it takes the most 


shrewd kind of elimination and 
later, skin testing by an aller- 
gist to find the exact reason. 


So bizarre and unusual are 


allergic skin conditions that one 
often wonders how even the

them down. I know a patient 
who developed a severe skin 
reaction every time she wore 
mink.

the Title II program in Mich- 
igan. Shaw said southwestern 
Michiga'n receives the bulk of 
the migrants who come to the 
state. 


He said the area was pin- 


pointed for the trial program 
last year with centers located 
at Pearl school in the Benton 
H a r b o r district, Dowagiac, 
Fennville and Allegan. It was 
the success of those programs, 
said Shaw, that resulted in the 
Michigan Department of Educa- 
tion promoting the program in 
Michigan this year. 


The basic purpose of the 


program is to supplement the 
education of the migrant child 
who often spends as little as 
three months in school.

It is a federal government 


funded program under the Title 
II elementary education act. 
The fund applicant agent is the 
Michigan Department of Educa- 
tion.

its agent. Region Three includes 
Van Buren, Berrien, Cass and 
Allegan counties.
